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Flying Forts Destroy 
102 German Fighters 
And Blast Muenster

LONDON, Oct. 10.—(AP)—U. S. Flying Fortresses ripped 
Nazi installations at Muenster and Coesfeld and the Nether- 
lands airfield at Enchade today and, with their Thunderbolt 
escort, destroyed 102 German fighters. 


800 Bombers 
Smite Nazidom 


~ Over Weekend 


LONDON, Monday, Oct. 11.— 
(*)—Predicting an. Allied invasion 
of Germany “across the English 
. channel and the North sea,” Lieu- 
tenant General Ira C. Eaker dis- 
closed today that the U. S. Eighth 
Air Force sent fleets of more than 
400 bombers—its largest attacking 
force on record—against the Nazis 
both Friday and Saturday. 

On Friday British-based Ameri- 
can Flying Fortresses and Libera- 
tors bombed the Stuka factory in 
Bremen, Germany, and the sub- 
marine shipbuilding yards at Veg- 
esack nearby. 

Saturday the American bomb- 
ers, in their deepest penetration 
of Nazi territory, flew a round 
trip of 1,800 miles to blast the 
ports of the former Free City of 
Danzig, the former Polish city of 
Gdynia and other targets in east- 
ern Germany. 

General Eaker, commander of 
the Eighth Air Force, in a trans- 
Atlantic broadcast for a CBS pro- 
gram, said there were 4,000 men 
in each mission. U. S. heavy 
bombers have crews of 10 each. 

1,000 Tons Daily. 

Friday was the first anniver- 
sary of the Americans’ 100-bomber 
raid on Lille, France. 

The size of the force would in- 
dicate that the weight of bombs 
dropped each day possibly 
amounted to as much as 1,800 
American tons. Fortresses are 
stated to have a bomb-carrying 
capacity of four tons each, but 
on longer raids it generally is 
believed the load carried is some- 
what less because of the need for 
additional gasoline. 

General Eaker said that in Sep- 
' tember the weight of bombs drop- 
ped by_U. S. heavy bomber forces 
was 50 per cent higher than in 
any previous month and that 242 
Nazi fighter planes were destroy- 
ed. Already in October more than

450 German fighters have been

“Past Fifth Inning.” 

Asserting that in the contest 
with the Germans “we are just 
past the fifth inning,” General 
Faker. in referring to the widely 
discussed possibility of an Allied 
invasion across the North sea, 
Said: 

“Before Hitler can be crushed 
like Mussolini, American land and 
sea forces must join the British 
pushing across the English 
channe!] and North sea. 

“The big push into Germany, 
when it comes, will cost lives just 
n« the landings at Salerno did. It 
ic the task of the Eighth Air Force 
and the RAF to destroy factories 
and transport and weapons of the 
Germans so our invasion casual- 
ties will be cut down.”

Thirty bombers ena two fight- 
ers were reported missing from 
these forays, making up the third 
successive American daylight raid 
on Germany, less than 24 hours 


after a record penetration of Po- 
land and East Prussia, in which 
tl.e Fortresses severely hit enemy 
aircraft production and shipping. 

The Fortresses were credited 
with destruction of 81 Nazi fight- 
ers; the Thunderbolts 21. 


Hit Many Times. 


Muenster has been hit many 
times at night by the RAF—the 
last big raid having been June 11, 
1943—and at one time reconnais- 
sance showed 260 acres devastat- 
ed. The city’s industries manu- 
facture chemicals, surgical instru- 
ments and machinery. 

London tabulations showed the 
attacks boosted to 539 the num- 
ber of German aircraft shot down 
in the last eight days, against-a 
loss of 241 Allied bombers and 
fighters. 

Today’s raids followed by only 
a few hours an attack on Berlin 
by RAF Mosquito bombers for the 
14th time in less than a month. 


Georgian Aboard. 


Rail installations were the tar- 
gets at both Muenster, which is 
situated 50 miles northeast of the 
Ruhr on the Dortmund-Ems canal 
and the Bremen-Cologne railroad, 
and at Coesfield, about 20 miles 
west of Muenster. . Muenster, a 
city of about 100,000 inhabitants, 
is an army garrison town and light 
manufacturing center. 

The crew of “Cabin in the Sky” 
claimed 12 kills on today’s raid, 
which, if substantiated, will equal 
the present record total of Flying 
Fortresses. 

Other crews said German fighter 
opposition was fairly light. “I 
only saw 20 to 40 fighters, all 
slower twin-engined ships,” said 
Lieutenant Colonel Francis E. 
Tiller, of Augusta, Ga., who led 
one of the attacks on Muenster. 


Heavy Flak. 


Today’s raid failed to ruffle the 
southern calm of Lieutenant Wil- 
bourne Blount, of Columbus, Ga., 
navigator of the “Little America.” 

Concerning the intense antiair- 
craft fire he faced, Blount said 
nonchalantly: 

“It was not particularly rug- 


“But we had very heavy flak 
over the city. Visibility was very 
good, although they put up arti- 
ficial smokescreens on the 
ground.” 


Aerial Iron Ring. 


Sunday’s foray, reinforcing the 
aerial iron ring about Hitler’s 
fortress which was forged yester- 
day by Liberatogs and Flying 
Fortresses in their epochal 1,800- 
mile round trip into the Russians’ 
raiding grounds, came as the U. S. 
Bomber Command announced re- 
markable successes in Saturday’s 
four-ply attack on Poland, East 
Prussia and Pomerania. 

The big Focke-Wulf assembly 
plant at Marienburg, East Prus- 
sia, where half of Germany’s 
prime fighter planes are estimat- 
ed to be assembled, was virtually 
destroyed. ; 

The airplane parts plant at Ank- 
lam, Pomerania, was set afire and 
continued to blaze furiously sev- 
eral hours later. 

At the Polish corridor port of 
Gdynia, the. 550-foot 13,387-ton 
German liner Stuttgart and three 
other ships were set afire. 

Submarine and _ shipbuilding 
yards, docks, workshops, oil stor- 
age tanks and railroad yards both 
at Gdynia and at the former Free 
City of Danzig across the bay were 
damaged. 

Down Plane Hordes. 

At least 91 of the 100 to 200 
German fighters sent up in desper- 
ate attempts to halt. the American 
armada’s bold journey across all of 
Germany were shot down, and 25 
others probably were destroyed. 

Twenty-nine bombers failed to 
return, but the crews of three were 
safe in Sweden. 7 

Saturday’s heavy toll brought 
the week’s score to at least 437 
Nazi planes destroyed in the Euro- 
pean and Mediterranean theaters, 
against an Allied loss of 209. 

American bomber-gunners and 
fighters shot~ down 308 enemy 
fighters and lost 74 bombers and 
three fighters. The RAF shot down 
72 planes in North Africa, 49 over 
German-occupied Europe, two in 
the Middle East and six over Brit- 
ain, and lost 132 planes, of which 
107 went down over Europe. 
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WAR MISHAP—A tower- 
ing column of smoke rises 
from a B-26 bomber which 
overshot the runway at an. 
advanced American fighter- 
bomber base in Italy after 
a bombing mission over 
Naples. The plane had been 
crippled during the attack. 
Eight members of the crew 
escaped without injuries. 


Arnall Warns 
State Guard To 


Be Reorganized 


By M. L. ST. JOHN. 
Governor Arnall yesterday 
warned members of the State 
Guard, gathering here for a discus- 
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‘sion of internal differences, that he 


soon will issue orders setting up a 
new plan for the organization of 
the guard and that he will instruct 
commanding officers to court-mar- 
tial any person responsible for not 
carrying out orders delivered to 
them. 

The new plan, the Governor 
said, would strengthen the state’s 
military set-up, and would provide 
punishment for persons who fail to 
carry out orders. 

Other developments at the meet- 
ing were: 

1. Colonel Hoyt Wimpy and the 
headquarters staff offered their 
resignations as speakers asked for 
more competent leaders. 

2. The Guardmen tossed into 
Governor Arnall’s lap the question 
of whether the Guard should be 
organized by battalions or by dis- 
tricts, pledged their unanimous 
support to whatever plan the Gov- 
ernor ordered .and promised alle- 
giance to whoever the command- 
ing officer shall be: 

The Governor said he did not 
know what action he will take on 
the proffered resignations of 
Wimpy and the headquarters staff. 

To Tighten Discipline. 

“Without criticizing any officer 
or man in the State Guard, I shall 
undertake to put into effect a sys- 
tem which I shall expect you men 
to loyally support,” Arnall told the 
gathering which overflowed the 
house of representatives hall. “I 
shall have the man who commands 
the State Guard speedily court- 
marfial any officer or man who 
fails to carry out orders. Irrespec- 
tive of what system we put into 
effect, it will tighten up military 
discipline. No officer shall be de- 
moted except for cause, and no 
officer nor enlisted man shall be 
promoted except for military 
cause.” 

Wimpy and his chief of staff, 
Lieutenant Colonel George Swee- 
ney, of Atlanta, and the attempted 
reorganization of the Guard into 
battalions instead of by districts 
came in for much criticism. The 
battalion plan would, eliminate 
many officers, speakers said. 

Major Henry Pease, of Colum- 
bus, stating he was speaking for 
19 of the 27 State Guard districts, 
asked for “competent leaders” and 
suggested replacement of Wimpy 
with a retired Army officer. He 
contended the battalion plan would 
eliminate the Guard units in the 
smaller counties, where they are 
most needed. Pease objected to 
demoting officers and said the ter-

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Algiers, Oct. 10.—(AP)— 
Pushing ahead against seven German divisions in Italy, the 
Allied Fifth Army has increased the pressure along a 44- 
mile water line on the Volturno and Calore rivers, and the 
rmy has cut one to four miles deeper on the Adri- 
atic flank, Allied headquarters announced today.

Air Forces uncorked a blistering 
aerial offensive against the Ger- 
mans in the Balkans and Aegean 
area with Flying. Fortresses and 
Liberators pounding five big en- 
emy airfields in Greece and Crete, 
and U. S. Lightnings wiping out 
16 Nazi bombers near Rhodes. 

American Flying Fortresses 
staged a mass raid on the impor- 
tant Elevsis airfield near Athens, 
showering the entire area with 
fragmentation and _ incendiary 
bombs, leaving many ground 
planes burning, blowing up an ex- 
plosives dump, and _ knocking 
down five out of 15 enemy fight- 
ers. 

Along Two Rivers. 

Lieutenant General Mark W. 
Clark’s fighters now are all along 
the southern banks of the Voltur- 
no and Calore for a distance of 
44 airline miles from the sea to 
Ponte, pear Benevento, and 
astride both banks of the Calore 
beyond Ponte. 

From there, the Allied line runs 
northeastward to San Marco, oc- 
cupied by the British yesterday. 
San Marco is six miles west of 
Motta and is directly east of Cam- 
pobasso. 

The Eighth Army beat back the 
enemy along the 30-mile line from 
San Marco to the Adriatic with 
gains of one to four miles, tak- 
ing the towns of Guglionesi, La- 
rino, Colletorto, and Gambatesa, 
and adding a strip two miles wide 
to the area held in the Termoli 
region on the coast. 

The advance in the central sec- 
tor swept up the towns of Pes- 
colamazza, Campoli, Molinara, 
San Giorgio, and Pietrelcina. 

Units of the Indian Army and 
Indian’ state forces are now ope- 
rating in Italy, it was disclosed 
officially. 

While no additional information 
was available here on the Fifth 
Army patrols that have crossed

Nimitz Reveals 


PEARL HARBOR, Oct. 10.—(?) 
Japanese positions on Wake Island 
were smashed heavily and more 
‘han 61 enemy planes were de- 
stroyed in a two-day bombing and 
sheHing of Wake’s three tiny atolls 
Tuesday and Wednesday, Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz reported today. 

The commander in chief of the 
Pacific fleet said the destruction 
on the enemy-held position in the 
central Pacific was wrought joint- 
ly by an aircraft-carrier task force 
and land-based Navy Liberator 
bombers. 

The enemy apparently offered 
material aerial resistance to the in- 
itial attack at dawn Tuesday, 
which was’ made by a task force 
under the command of Rear Ad- 
miral Alfred .E. Montgomery, 
Nimitz’s communique said. 

Thirty or more Japanese planes 
were destroyed in the air, and “we 
lost 13 planes in combat,” Nimitz 
announced. 

In spite of the enemy’s resist- 


ance, the Wake defenses, barracks, 


shops and airfield were shattered 
by a total of 320 tons of bombs 
dropped on the island in the three- 
phase operation. 

This is believe 1 to be the great- 
est weight of explosives unloosed 
on the Japanese in a single action 
in all the Pacific theaters of war 
thus far. 

Besides being blasted in the 
greatest bombing strike United 
States forces ever have delivered 
against the Nipponese, Wake’s gar- 
rison also was bombarded Tuesday

U. S. Troops Oppose 
Return to Dry Law

LONDON, Oct. 10—It has often been claimed that ha 


the American soldiers in Europe been allowed to vote on the 
question in 1918, national prohibition for the United States 
might never have been written into th law. 


Wheher or not this was true in 
1918, the evidence of a poll among 
American soldiers taken by the 
British Institute of Public Opin- 
ion on the question reveals strong 
opposition to any return to na- 
tional prohibition in America 
now. 

This finding is based upon five 
hundred interviews made among 
privates, noncommissioned offi- 
cers and commissioned officers of 
the United States Army now lo- 
cated in London and six sur- 
rounding areas. 

The question asked by field 
representatives of the British In- 
stitute of Public Opinion was as 
follows: 

“If the question of national pro- 
hibition in the United States 
should come up again would you 
vote wet or dry?” 

Here are the results of the poll: 


WOULD VOTE WET 85% 
WOULD VOTE DRY 9 
UNDECIDED 6 


Thus, among those with opin- 
ions, only about one in every 10 
interviewed would favor a re- 
turn to national prohibition in the 
United States. 

The vote of the American sol- 
diers with whom field reporters 
talked serves to underline Ameri- 
can public sentiment on the ques- 
tion. In the last poll on the pro- 
hibition issue by the American In- 
stitute of Public Opinion, approx- 
imately two-thirds of those with 
opinions opposed a new dry law. 

The present results of the poll 
among soldiers should come as no 
surprise to those interested in the 
prohibition question Sn the United 
States, since all post-Pearl Harbor 
polls in that country on the issue 
have shown the younger people 
more opposed to prohibition than 
those in the older age brackets, 
and the men more opposed to a 


new dry law than the women.

All Atlanta’s War Peak Reached, . 
Home Needs Studied 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(AP)—America’s production of 
war supplies has about reached the peak where some scaling 
down in favor of more civilian goods will become possible. 
This condition in the war economy is attributed on excellent 
authority to two circumstances: 


Union Drivers 


Ready To Quit 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 10.— 
(?)—With more than 3,200 truck 
drivers and helpers on strike amid 
indications that others would join 
them by -tomorrow, motor freight 
transportation in the midsouth to- 
night virtually was paralyzed. 

Millions of pounds of freight, in- 
cluding war materials, were piled 
up in warehouses here and at 
other major terminals. 

The Army announced, however, 
that Robert Borden, international 
representative of the American 
Federation of Labor at  Birming- 
ham, Ala., had pledged “every ef- 
fort would be made to continue 
the movement of materials intend- 
ed for war purposes” and to get 
the drivers back on the job. 

58 Firms Affected. 

Fifty-eight truck companies were 
affected by the walkouts, which 
both union and company spokes- 
men said was in protest of delay 
by the War Labor Board in ruling 
on requests for increased wages 
and longer vacations. 

The biggest pile-up of freight— 
an estimated 10,000,000 pounds— 
was reported at Memphis, Tenn., 
where 1,100 drivers and ware- 
housemen and 431 trucks were 
idle, 

A thousand drivers. were out 
here and approximately 3,367,000 
pounds of cross-country freight 
could not be moved. 

At Birmingham; union repre- 
sentatives estimated between 500 
and 600 men had walked out and 
said they had voted yesterday not 
to resume driving their 200 trucks. 
Spokesmen for the operators ex- 
pressed fear that all of the 1,000 
local members of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauf- 
feurs and Warehousemen (AFL) 
would stop work by tomorrow. 

Orleans Tied Up. 

At Atlanta, a union represent- 
ative said the entire Atlanta mem- 
bership of 1,300 would be out by 
then. Fiye hundred joined the 
walkout there last night. Earlier, 
operators in both Atlanta and New 
Orleans had reported major lines 
tied up because of the situation 
in other cities. 

Twenty drivers at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., announced they would not 
work until the strike here is set- 
tled, and at Kingsport, Tenn., 150 
drivers involved in the work stop- 
page met yesterday without reach- 
ing an agreement. 

The War Labor Board has 
called on Daniel J. Tobin, presi- 
dent of the teamsters’ union, to 
instruct the striking members to 
return to work immediately. 


First, the gigantic task of build-‘ 
ing or converting factories to mu- 
nitions output is complete, the over- 
all production is going well and 
the schedules originally set up for 
some types of military and naval 
equipment can be cut to fit actual 
war requirements more exactly. 

Second, because of the advanced 
state of war operations, particular- 


ly in Europe, military and naval 
planners now can estimate their 
future needs with greater certain- 
ty. This makes possible elimina- 
tion of any projected munitions 
output no longer considered neces- 
sary. 

One expert familiar with the re- 
views of production planning ini- 
tiated by President Roosevelt, says 
that an estimated $100,000,000,000 
program for 1944 might be 
trimmed as much as six or eight 
billion dollars. Any actual cut, 
however, is primarily up to the 
President’s War Mobilization 
Board. 

Military Needs First. 


A question also arises how much 
of the cut can be reflected in in- 
creased manufacture of essential 
civilian goods. Officials with 
whom this was discussed agree 
that no civilian manufactures 
would be resumed if they inter- 
fered in any way with stated mili- 
tary requirements of the joint 
chiefs of staff. 

At the direction of President 
Roosevelt, however, the joint 
chiefs, Genera! George C. Mar- 
shall, Admiral Ernest J. King and 
Admiral William D.“Leahy, have 
organizéd a production survey 
committee responsible only to 
themselves for the express pur- 
pose of dovetailing production into 
the strategy of the war. 

Production Shifted. 

As another step in the process, 
James F.-Byrnes, war mobilization 
chief, will initiate early this’ week 
an exhaustive study of industrial 
demobilization and related post- 
war economic problems, prepara- 
tory to drafting a demobilization 
program. 

While the program’s objective 
will be to ease industry into the 
postwar period with a minimum of 
maladjustment, the work must 
begin long before the war ends 
and some of the recommendations 
undoubtedly will be put into effect 
before then.

Missing In Raid 


A U. S. BOMBER STATION IN 
ENGLAND, Monday, Oct. 11.—() 
Lieutenant John G. Winant Jr., 
22-year-old son of the American 
ambassad@®r to -Britain, was re- 
ported missing from a raid over 
Muenster, Germany, yesterday 
and returning fliers said they 
saw German fighters. machine- 
gunning the parachutes blossom- 
ing from his stricken Flying Fort- 
ress, 

Winant, on his 13th mission, 
was piloting the “Tech Supply” 
home 15 minutes after the raid, 
when it was attacked by three 
German planes. Other fliers in 
his group said the plane went 
down under a rocketgun attack. 

Saw Parachutes, 

Staff Sergeant Fred P. Living- 
ston, 21, of Sayre, Okla., said he 
saw three parachutes floating be- 
low Winant’s Fortress and one 
man falling free about half a mile 
in the rear of his own plane. 

“Then the ship straightened out 
and flew toward the left,” he said. 
“The ship was under attack by 
three fighters. They each made 
a pass at each of the ’chutes and 
then resumed their attacks on the 
Fortress.” 

Other fliers said as many as 
five parachutes opened under the 
plane and a sixth crewman of the 
nine or ten men aboard jumped 


free. 
Promoted. 

Young Winant was promoted to 
first lieutenant last month after he 
had completed his sixth raid. 

He was reported missing in Au- 
gust on the return trip from Africa 
after the first American shuttle 
raid on Germany. It later devel- 
oped, however, that his plane had 
been forced to turn back to Africa 
during the homeward trip because 
of engine trouble, and he was able 
to fly back to his home base a few 
days later. , 

He was termed a “Good Joe” by 
his fellow pilots for taking his ship 
through 300 miles of the hottest 
enemy territory with his rudder 
control shot away during that raid 
on Germany in which his crew 
was credited with shooting down 
two German fighters. 

Quiet as Father. 

Young Winant, usually as quiet 
as his father, said on that flight: 

“I was too scared to know 
whether it was tough flying with- 
out the rudder control.” 

He admitted a piece of shell had 
flattened itself against the armor- 
plate of his seat.

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Yugoslavs Hurl 
Germans Back 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—(4)—Red- 
starred Yugoslay Partisans have 
pushed German troops back to- 
ward the Italian port of Trieste in 
heavy fighting and now hold hun- 
dreds of square miles of their 
homeland, two communiques from 
the Free Yugoslav radio said to- 
day. 3 

One communique, a recapitula- 
tion of the recent fighting against 
five German divisions, said the 
Army of Liberation led by “Drug 
Tito,” (Josip Broz) had accom- 
plished the followmg results: 

“The Partisan armies now hold 
the whole of the province of 
Sandjak (in Bosnia), and eastern 
Bosnia, by fer the larger part of 
Montenegro, parts of Mercego- 
vina, the greater part of Dalma- 
tia and the Dalmation islands, 
Croatian coastal regions and those 
areas Of western Croatia from Su- 
sak northeast along the Susak- 
Ogulin-Karlovic railway, and in 
districts in northeast Croatia east 
of Zagreb towards Varazdin and 
the Hungarian border.” 

Daniel de Luce, Associated 
Press War correspondent, ‘after a 
visit to Yugoslav areas held by the 
Partisan forces, has confirmed 
Tito’s claims that hundreds of 
miles in the Yugoslav interior are 
held by the patriots but that all 
the important coastal areas and 
larger towns are in German hands. 

While the growing importance 
of the Balkan front was reflected 
in the mounting intensity of the 
Allied air offensive over Greece, 
Crete and Rhodes from bases in 
North Africa, Italy and the Mid- 
dle East, the Yugoslav radio said 
Agulin itself remains in German 
possession but that the German 
garrison has been surrounded and 
is being supplied by the Germans 
from the air. 

One band of Yugoslavs was re- 
ported in yesterday’s communique 
to be fighting the Germans in the 
southern suburbs of Trieste, and 
today’s broadcast said the Nazis 
were hurriedly bringing up rein- 
forcements. 

The patriot Army was reported 
also to have gained control of the 
greater part of the railway be- 
tween Zagreb and Koprovnica 
near Hungary. 

Another band was said to be 
still holding out on the heights 
commanding Fiume, although the 
Germans had thrown an entire 
division against the position. 

Yugoslavs in London said Tito’s 
forces were active in Slovenia, 
Croatia, Bosnia, Dalmatia and 
Montenegro. Guerrilla forces were 
concentrated in western Serbia 
and southern Bosnia but were not 
yet fighting actively, it was said.

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Russian Attack on Crimea Near 


By ELTON C. FAY, 
* Associated Press War Analyst. 


The Russians are getting ready 
to co-operate with the Germans— 
in shortening the Nazis’ eastern 
front. 

This operation, if successful, 
should have the approbation of 
the German militarists who now 
find it more and more nefessary 
to explain to themselves and the 
German people the advantages of 
strategic withdrawal, breaking con- 
tact with the enemy and falling 
back to previously prepared posi- 
tions. 

The setting apparently chosen for 
the line shortening, at least by 
Marshal Stalin of Russia, is the 
southern end of the German front. 
There the line now runs south- 
eastward along the upper part of 
the great bend in the Dnieper 
river, then drops south overland 
to the vicinity of Melitopol and 
the Sea of Azov. And, as an ex- 
tension to the line, the German 
position in Crimea, to which he 


the Kuban bridgehead, Stalin an- 
nounced that the fallen stronghold 
there “protected the Crimea.” This 
suggests the Russians intend to 
cross Kerch strait into the Crimean 
peninsula. 


Second Operation. 


But a second operation in con- 
nection with the campaign is sug- 
gested in the German Sunday com- 
munique that “the enemy resumed 
his attacks after having brought 
up fresh forces” at a point north 
of Melitopol. It is over a rail line 
extending south from Melitopol 
that the Germans bring in part of 
the supplies to the Crimea. A 
second rail line now runs from the 
Crimea northwestward to a cross- 
ing at the Dnieper river, about 
50 miles from its mouth. It was 
constructed by the Germans after 
they occupied the area: 

The fall of the Crimea, involv- 
ing a Russian advance from the 
Melitopol area, would mean that

Captain Ben Garland, of Butts 
county, objected to the battalion 
plan, but lauded the present Guard 
leaders for providing members 
with more supplies than any pre- 
vious administration. He said he 
thought some of the majors were 
trying to wreck the Guard purely 
because “their heads were about 
to be chopped off.” 

Governor Arnall said Wimpy 
had done a creditable job “under 
trying circumstances.” He said he 
did not know whether he would 
favor a battalion plan or a district 
set-up, and added that the person- 
nel of the general headquarters 
staff will not make or break the 
State Guard. 

“It is up to the unit officers to 
recruit members and build up the 
Guard,” he pointed out. “Unless 
the local units can get men into it, 
it is foolish to sit up here and 
argue about who is going to run 
the Guard. It is the duty of the 
general staff officers to co-operate 
with local officers in the upbuild- 
ing of the Guard.” 

The Governor and all spokes- 
men, both for and against the pres- 
ent Guard le@ders and policies, de- 
clared amidst applause they want- 
ed the Guard to be free of politics.

Sevastopol, in the Crimea, is the 
normal home port of the Russian 
Black Sea fleet which, since the 
fall of that peninsula, has operated 
out of smaller and inadequate 
ports at the eastern extremity of 
the Black Sea. One of the few 
advantages in that situation was 
that a pipeline runs conveniently 
from the Caucasian oil fields, solv- 
ing the fuel problem for the Black 
Sea fleet. 


’ German Subs Menace. 


One of the greatest menaces to 
the fleet has been small Nazi sub- 
marines, shipped in knockdown 
sections to Constanza, on the Ru- 
manian coast, and assembled there 
for operations against the Rus- 
sians.

the Volturno river to probe en- 
emy strength, it was said that they 
were “very active.” 

A headquarters officer said the 
Germans have been using forced 
Italian labor extensively in build- 
ing hasty defenses along the Vol- 
turno, the largest river in Italy 
south of the Tiber. 

They are believed to be pre- 
paring another line between that 
river and Rome for another de- 
laying action after they have been 
pushed back from this position. 

It is therefore held likely to be 
several weeks before the Allies 
smash through the hundred airline 
miles between the Fifth Army and 
the Eternal City. 

One Army officer in a press con- 
ference yesterday said that while 
progress of the Italian campaign 
was up to expectations, there 
might be two or three major bat- 
tles between Naples and Rome. 
The Volturno struggle is the first 
of these, and the Germans have 
enough strength “to make it awful- 
ly tough for us,” he said, 

The Germans have a consider- 
able number of full divisions in 
Italy, he continued, with the bulk 
of them north of Rome, but they 
may rush some of them to the 
south at 2 moment’s notice.

Blast Sedes Airfield. 

Sedes airfield—8 1-2 miles south- 
east of Salonika, Greece’s second 
largest city—was struck by U. S. 
Fortresses and official reports to- 
day declared “a tremendous explo- 
sion and fire were seen.” Unop- 
posed, the bombers scored hits on 
hangars, runways and a fuel dump, 
and fired a number of parked 
planes at this strategic gateway to 
the Vardar valley, a possible inva- 
sion road into the Balkans. 


U. S. Mitchells, using bases in 
Italy, teamed up with *Fortresses 
for a two-fisted punch at Larissa 
airfield, 130 miles northwest of 
Athens and 95 miles southwest of 
Salonika, the most important Ger- 
man air base in eastern Greece. 

The big bombers went in first, 
covering the entire field, hitting 


grounded planes, runways, revet- 
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ments and oil dumps. The Mitch- 
ells, attacking in the afternoon, 
rained down thousands of fragmen- 
tation bombs, leaving 10 to 15.en- 
emy planes afire. 

In a fourth raid by Fortresses, 
bombs were concentrated on Argos 
airfield in the Peloponneses. 
Parked planes and oil stores were 
turned into flames. 

U. S. Liberators attacked Kas- 
teli airdrome. in Crete, leaving 
many craters in runways and hit- 
ting landing strips. 

Rhodes Bases Hit. 


Three additional raids on Ger- 
man#airbases in Rhodes and Crete 
were announced later today. In 
these American Liberators bombed 
the Maritza and Calato airfields in 
Rhodes and Heraklion field in 
Crete, pouring bombs on planes 
and buildings. They met no ene- 
my fighters. 

Not a single Fortress or Lib- 
erator was last in the day’s far- 
reaching attacks—the heaviest 
blows delivered against the Ger- 
man air force in the Balkans and 
eastern Mediterranean area in 
many months. 

American Lightnings, flying 
from Middle East bases, bagged 
one of the largest single hauls of 
Stuka dive-bombers ever claimed 
in a single attack by the North- 
west African Air Force, meeting 
16 of the enemy planes over the 


Strait of Scarpanto and wiping 
them out. 

Italy-based Lightnings escorted 
Mitchells sweeping the Adriatic 
area from Dubrovnik to Corfu 
island, and shot down one enemy 
plane. 

Airmen of the Middle East 
Command slashed last night at 
enemy shipping in the area of 
Cos in the Dodecanese, which has 
been invaded by the Germans, 
hitting two vessels. 

Cairo remained silent on the 
fate of the British garrison at 
Cos, but an Ankara dispatch said 
the Germans appeared to have 
won control of*the island, second 
largest in the Dodecanese, follow- 
ing their attack last week. Ger- 
man planes attempted heavy at- 
tacks tn Lero in the Dodecanese 
Friday and Saturday, 


Berlin's Bombast. 


A Berlin broadcast said German 
planes yesterday sank an Allied 
destroyer and damaged a cruiser 
in the Dodecanese area, and con- 
tinued raids on British-held is- 
lands “with good effect.” 

Flying Fortresses flew 1,500 
miles roundtrip on missions

U. S. Sales Tax 
By FRANCIS M. LEMAY. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—()— 
Representative Robertson, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, member of the tax- 
framing House Ways and Means 


Committee, came out flatly today 
for a federal retail sales tax, thus 
@ssuring a congressional show- 
cdown on this levy as a possible 
substitute for the administration’s 
badly trampled $10,500,000,000 
mew revenue program. 

The Virginian is the first ways 
and means member to take a firm 
public stand for a sales tax. 

His formal statement came in 
the midst of a growing Capitol 
Hill talk of using this revenue 
medium to supplant the adminis- 
tration program of increased rates 
On incomes and on so-called lux- 
ury items. 

At this time, however, it stil] is 
doubtful that a 10 per cent sales 
levy, to raise $6,000,000,000, can 
muster enough votes to pass. It is 

tudded with political explosives, 
and is vigorously opposed by the 
administration. 

“Fiscal policies should be aimed 
to stimulate and not retard pro- 
duction,” Robertson said, “to pre- 
vent, together with price, wage 
end rationing control, an infla- 
tionary price movement; avoid 
making the transition to postwar 
economy more difficult, and last 
but not least promote as far as 
possible national] unity. 

Treasury Plant Hit. 

“In my opinjon, the tax pro- 
gram presented to our commit- 
tee by the Treasury Department 
violates every one of these fun- 
damental fiscal policies.” 

The administration program 
Was as good as scrapped the day 
it was presented by Treasury 
Secretary Henry Morgenthau. 
Ways and Means Chairman 
Doughton, Democrat, North Caro- 
lina, described it then as “ambi- 
tious” and in some respects “in- 
defensible.” 

Robertson listed “advantages” 
of a 10 per cent sales tax as fol- 
lows: 

“1. It would produce an addi- 
tional $6,000,000,000 of much 
needed revenue. 

“2. Permit present income tax 
exemption to be raised instead of 
lowered, thus simplifying the en- 
tire tax structure. 

“3. It would afford a conven- 
ient and fair method for all to

“4. Since a sales tax is regres- 
give, by which we mean it tends 
to restrict consumption, it is a 
device that should be employed 
when there is an_. inflationary 
money gap of more than 30 or 
more billion dollars between pur- 
chasing power and available goods 
at present prices. 

Taxpayer’s Option. 

“5 Since a sales tax is a tax 
on spending it affords to the tax- 
paver some economy option not 
afforded by an income tax. 

“6 A sales tax has .he virtue 
of simplicity, plus full current 
collection. 

“T We have mobilized one-half 
of our production capacity for 
war which leaves one-half for 
consumer production.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—()—~ 
Creation of a joint house-senate 
committee to ‘keep congress in 
touch with the administration’s 
postwar plans” was demanded 
today by Representative Dirksen, 
Republican, Illinois, amid increas- 
ing legislative concern over inter- 
national affairs, 

“Unless some sort of liaison is 
set up between the Hill and the 
White House and the State De- 
partment,” he said, “the end of the 
war wil come and we'll be’called 
upon to wrestle with international 
plans and policies abeut which we 
know little or nothing.” 

Dirksen contended in an inter- 
view that the proposed committee 
should grapple immediately with 
problems of postwar economic 
planning at home as well as 
abroad, rather than deal piecemeal] 
with future problems when they 
arise. 

“The problem of readjustment 
to a civilian economy is one of 
the greatest this nation will ever 
face,” he said. “There have been 
dozens of committees created al- 
ready, by law®r, by business, by 
civic groups, and they have made 
considerable progress. This com- 
mittee could call them in and co- 
ordinate their efforts.” 

Two recent developments on 
Capitol Hill have spurred interest 
in adoption of some such plan as 
that advocated by the Illinois law- 
maker, 

One was the return of five sena- 
tors from an inspection of the

Assuming that neither Badoglio 
nor Sforza see eye-to-éye entire- 
ly on this problem, Sforza’s return 
to Italy in no way foreshadows 
his entry into the marshal’s cabi- 
net. It may nevertheless develop 
that the _ distinguished exile, 
through his deep understanding of 
Italian characteristics, may carve 
out and fill a most important role 
in the reshaping of Italy. 


Experts Needed. 


Allied military leaders and Al- 
lied military government officials 
are agreed that the crying need 
is for sound experts and adminis- 
trators who are capable of running 
a government devoid of Fascist 
sympathies and with a clean past 
record. 

By stepping into this vacuum of 
available leadership, Sforza may 
provide the answer. Coming on 
the scene as a banished son of 
illustrious name in the _ Allied 
world, Sforza may find a ready- 
made opportunity to strike the 
happy medium and without tying 
himself down to an official ca- 
pacity lend the guidance he is so 
brilliantly capable of giving. 

There is no doubt that the name 
of Sforza stands in Italy as sym- 
bolic of everything which opposed 
Fascism and Mussolini in the past 
decade. 

“Shot in the Arm.” 


As the unofficial adviser and 
active liaison between the broken 
down current ship of state and the 
new forces eager to abolish the 
dictators and promote loftier 
ideals and forms of governments, 
Sforza might work wonders. He 
can be a shot in the army for 
weary Italy and serve as the ral- 
lying point for a new and better 
Italy. 

One thing seems certain. Sfor- 
za’s voice—literally a voice in the 
wilderness for more than two dec- 
ades—will be listened to by the 
Italian people. —

“We had been to Bairoko. The 
Japs, apparently, had been to Eno- 
gai. We met somewhere in the 
two miles of jungle No-Man’s Land 
which lies between Bairoko and 
Enogai on the northwest coast of 
New Georgia. We clashed, and 
when it was over, there were three 
dead Japs, one an officer. 


“Credit for killing the Jap offi- 
cer went to Grier. He had been 
severdl yards ahead of the rest of 
us, when he _ spotted the Jap 
crouched in the jungle, ready to 
toss a hand grenade into our ranks. 
He put one bullet between his eyes 
and another in the stomach, 


Two Others Shot. 

“Private Joseph Didier, U. S. 
Army, of New Roads, La., shot 
down two Japanese enlisted men 
who broke for the jungle thick- 
ness when they saw their leader 
fall. As the rest of our patrol 
joined the fight, a fourth Jap was 
hit, was seen to stagger and then 
stumble off into the swamps. It 
was over in less than five min- 
utes.” 

It was the 19-year-old Grier’s 
first Jap, and he saved a lot of 
soldiers and Marines from those 
grenades. They were still in the 
officer’s hands when he went 
down. 


The 20-man patrol was sent into 
Bairoko, bristling Jap garrison 
just across from Munda Point, to 
find out the results of bombard- 
ment by ships and bombing by 


planes. 
Battle Trophies. 

The Americans slipped through 
jungle strewn with discarded 
stretchers, helmets, tattered uni- 
forms and other reminders of one 
of the bloodiest battles fought in 
the Pacific. They watched a 30- 
minute aerial dogfight during their 
cautious advance and suffered in 
silence the biting of ants and other 
insects. 

Fourteen of the men waited on 
the edge of the Jap-held village 
while half a dozer. slipped through 
enemy lines within a few yards of 
the Japanese. 


It could have been a fatal as- 
signment. But a Georgia Marine 
private saved the day with a slug 
between a Jap officer’s eyes. That 
first Jap was worth plenty—20 
American lives.

Gives Advice 
On Insurance 


Oscar Venable, an Atlanta pio-

‘some good advice and suggestions 
'aS*relate to insurance. His long 
| experience and keen knowledge of 
insurance should make what he 
has to say of extreme importance 
to those who own property and 
who should see to it that it, as 
well as household effects, are well 
protected by insurance.

“your insurance,” and here is what 
he says: 

“Very few persons carry ade- 
‘quate ingurance on household fur- 
-niture and personal effects to re- 
_imburse them for a serious loss by 
‘fire or windstorm,” says the well- 
‘informed insurance man. “One 
Be re for this is that they do not 
realize how much in dollars and 
icents they have in their homes. 
'Everyone should have an inven- 
'tory of the contents of the home, 
| showing the value of each item. 
‘This is particularly valuable after 
a loss, as it is necessary to furnish 
an itemized list of the destroyed 
items after a fire or tornado in 
order to collect insurance. If you 
will take an inventory in your 
home it will surprise you. 

“Some people carry too much in- 
surance and some too little on 
buildings because they do not 
‘know the value of the buildings, 
‘but guess at it. 
| “As a rule the poorest insured 
class of property is churches and 
their contents. This is hard to ex- 


|plain, because the active manage- 
ment of a church is usually vested 


in, at least, good business man- 
agers. However, no certain person 
is made responsible for the insur- 
ance, and we all know ‘what is 
everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business.’ You who are reading 
what I have to say prove this by 
learning if your own church build- 
ing has been appraised recently 
and an inventory made of every- 
thing contained in it or located on 
the grounds.

(INS)—Italian soldiers and civil- 


ians battled the Germans in the 
suburbs and streets of Rome for 
three days following Marshal Pie- 
tro Badoglio’s announcement of 
the armistice. This was disclosed 
today by Italian sources giving the 
first report of conditions in ene- 
my-occupied portions of Italy. 

With the exception of Blackshirt 
militia members have joined 
the Nazis, the Italian army has 
been disarmed and disbanded, 
many thousands of troops taking 
off their uniforms and returning to 
their homes. 

The German. rounded up many 
such troops and placed them in con- 
centration camps but a largg per- 
centage succeeded in escaping. 
Other soldiers reportedly are being 
sent to Germany as laborers. 

In other cities—notably Venice 
—the Germans met no opposition 
as they carried out their occupa- 
tion after the armistice announce- 
ment 

Brief Celebrations. 

In the capital there were brief 
spontaneous célebrations on the 
night of September 8. The follow- 
ing morning German and Italian 
troops clashed at several points 
around the city, especially Monte 
Rotondo, San Paolo and Cecchi- 
gola. Both sides employed infan- 
try. machineguns and armored 
cars. 

The Nazis massacred a detach- 
ment of Italian grenadiers at San 
Paolo in an early morning surprise 
attack. 

All of the. cabinet members ex- 
cept Corporations Minister Leo- 
pold Piccardi had fled the city. In 
this confused situation Prince 
Doria announced that Italy was 
without a government as the King 
and Marshal Badoglio had depart: 
ed without leaving instrtctions. 
With that, the War Veterans’ As- 
sociation decided to attempt the 
defense of Rome +y civilians and 
as a first step issued 609 rifles. 

Heavy Fire. 

On the night of the ninth, dur- 
ing which all of the ministries 
burned documents, heavy fire in- 
cluding artillery was audible in 
Rome. Word spread that the Ger- 
mans, supported by the Blatk- 


ing increased and Italian troops 
raced across the Piazza Venezia 
down to Corso Umberto where ar- 
mored cars were stationed and the 
troops massed to meet the Ger- 
mans who had broken through at 


obliged hundreds of armed Ital- | 
ians to surrender. 

In Venice all prominent anti- | 
Fascists and Jews had gone into 
hiding after receiving unsigned | 
letters warning of Fascist ven-| 


San Paolo and other points and 
were advancing toward the Rome 
railroad station. 


Ammunition Ebbs. 

The Italians attempted to de-' 
fend the station, but were handi- 
capped by a shortage of ammuni- 
tion, riflemen having only two 
clips apiece, 

At 3 p. m. the radio announced 
that General Calvi de Bergolo had 
taken over command of the “open 
city” of Rome and signed a truce 
with the Germans. Under the 
truce the Nazis were to remain 
at the outskirts of the city with 
the exception of small detach- 
ments which were to take over the 
wireless station, telephone ex- 
change and the German embassy. 

On the morning of the 11th, 
Rome was full of German troops 
in trucks, autos and armored cars. 
Some of them were shot at by 
snipers. The Germans announced 
that all snipers or persons causing

Newsman, Hitchhiking In Cub Plane, 
Views Jap Wreckage In Finschhafen 


(Hitchhiking rides on big sky 
transports, on Australian and 
American driven jeeps, and fi- 
nally in a grasshopper light 
plane, Bob Eunson made a trip 
into Finschhafen shortly after 
the capture of that New Guinea 
base from the Japanese. He was 
the first American war corre- 
spondent to visit the scene of 
that Allied victory.)

FINSCHHAFEN, New Guinea, 
Oct. 6.—(Delayed)—(4)—Lieuten- 
ant Wayne Mueller, of Kennedy, 
Texas, coolly landed the Piper Cub 
on Finschhafen’s bomb-cratered 
air strip after hedge-hopping and 
wave-hopping the last miles of 
New Guinea coastline with me as 
a passenger. 

Several times, Aussie antiair- 
craft gunners along the shore had 
trained their sights on us. 

We had taken off in our flying 
jeep from an advance base in the 
Markham valley after an extra 10- 
gallon can of gasoline was stowed 
aboard by Staff Sergeant Arthur 
Kuth, of St. Joseph, Mich. 

We assed over Lae at a height 
of 100 feet. We noted skeletons 
of Japanese aircraft lining the Lae 
landing strip. 

Past Lae, Mueller, anxious to 
keep us out of danger of intercep- 
tion by enemy planes, dropped 


down to within four feet of the 
sea. 

Whenever we spotted antiair- 
craft guns, Mueller would swerve 
in close to the beach and we 
would lean out of the window, 
waving frantically in hope the gun- 
ners could see we were friends. 

There was wreckage everywhere 
along the Finschhaven béach and 
in the water. Masts showing above 
the surface were monuments to 
the accuracy of American bombar- 
diers. It looked like a place which 
might have been wrecked by a 
hurricane—or heavy bombers. ~ 

We took one look at the fresh 
bomb craters left from a Japanese 
raid the night before, then hopped 
out and started walking toward a 
road. 

There was ample evidence in the 
foxholes of how well the Japanese 
had dug in, especially after they 
were driven back on the final de- 
fenses by a bayonet charge of Aus- 
tralia’s famed “Rats of Trobruk.” 

American amphibian engineers 
who assisted in the landing—the 
fourth for some units which also 
operated 2t Nassau Bay, Salamaua 
and Lae—won nothing but praise 
from the Aussies. 

Like the Aussies, the Americans 
suffered some casualties in Japan- 
ese bombing raids, of which there 
were 36 since September 22—once 
eight raids in 16 hours.

Foreigners’ 11 Billion Holdings in U. S. 


By DONALD KOVACIC. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(4)— 
The Treasury, surveying interna- 
tional financing for economic war- 
fare and other related purposes, 


released sample figures today in- 
dicating that American individuals 
—excluding corporate investors— 
have a stake in foreign lands that 
might exceed the $11,000,000,000 
total of foreign holdings here. 

American corporate interests, 
not officially reported but esti- 
mated at from $2,000,000,000 to 
$8,000,000.000 and even more, 
would boost the _ proportionate 
American foreign stake even 
higher. 

The current investment census 
is intended not only for economic 
warfare use but to provide infor- 
mation for American delegates to 
the ultimate peace conferences, as 
well as to protect the interests of 
American nationals. 


Fifth in Enemy Lands. 

Reporting on a preliminary study 
of a small segment of returns from 
its continuing census, the depart- 
ment said a tabulation of 40,000 
individual reports placed the 
value of their foreign investments 
at over $1,153,000,000—more than 
a fifth of it in enemy or enemy- 
occupied countries. 

Estimates on the total number 
of individual investors range up 
to 500,000. Thus if the remaining 
reports to be filed and tabulated 
follow a similar pattern, the ag- 
gregate will approach if not ex- 
ceed the value of foreign-owned 


assets in this country—both indi- 
vidual and corporate. 

One official said the other 
major warring powers long have 
had similar information but that 
this is the first attempt by the 
United States to obtain specific 
facts and figures on our “terrific” 
overseas stake. 


Investments in 100 Nations. 

The census returns thus far 
tabulated show investments in 
more than 100 countriés. The bulk 
is in bonds issued in foreign coun- 
tries but payable in dollars. 

The Treasury said that of tab- 
ulated holdings in Axis and Axis- 
occupied countries $101,429,048 is 
in Germany, $14,134,853 in Italy. 
$9,159,901 in Japan, $24,757,405 in 
France, $13,971,958 im Norway, 
$11,722,255 in Greece, and $21.- 
285,420 in the Philippines. 

The census, scheduled to end 
November 1, is a complement to 
one conducted earlier to determine 
foreign investments in this coun- 
try. Roughly half of the $11,000,- 
000,000 total shown by that survey 
is believed to represent holdings 
by nationals of enemy or enemy- 
occupied countries. Those assets 
have been seized or frozen.

Women Like Doing Defense Work 


You don’t get bored and you don’t 
come home crabby from having to 
concentrate 4ll day long. 


A good many of the women are 
in war work to take their minds 
off their troubles. I talked with a 
homemaker whose son had been 
on the Wasp. She has never 
worked before, but she thought 
she would go crazy staying home, 
so she took this job. She does 
bench work. Now, she says, she is 
almost happy. 


The women with families like 
to get on the 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon to the 12:45 o’clock in the 
morning shift. They go home and 
to bed after work, then get up and 
fix breakfast for the children, do 
the housework, and _. prepare 
lunch. To make up for any lost 
sleep, they rest in the afternoon. 
They say it isn’t easy having two 
jobs but they find it exciting and 
different and, on the whole, they 
like it, 


Some of the girls in the Port 
Newark plant come from other 
parts of the country. Their hus- 
bands are located at camps near- 
by and they are able to see each 
other a couple of times a month. 
What are they doing with the ex- 
tra money? Any number of them 
are putting it into an $18.75 war 
bond every week. 


Two sisters are working in this 
plant because they have four 
brothers in the services—all over- 
seas. They write four letters every 
night. Certainly those girls are 
back of their fighting brothers. 


In general,~ the reply to the 
question, “Which do you like bet- 
ter, this or housework?” was “I 
kind of like this better. It’s dif- 
rent and here you work with peo- 
ple.” Will they go back to home- 
making when it’s all over? “Oh, 
sure! My husband will want me 
back where I belong. But I’ll miss 
this.” And do they get more tired 
doing housework or war work? 
Most of them seem to think the 
war work is easier—‘“there’s some- 
thing going on here all the time.” 


They said to tell any of you who 
are lonely and want to keep oc- 
cupied while your husbands are 
away to come to work in a war 


plant.

Despite Allied concentration of fighting 
power on the European front, continued suc- 
cesses in the South Pacific reveal that, against 
the Japs, too, we are moving steadily along the 
victory road. 
- The latest achievement, the naval victory 
northwest of Vella Lavella, spells doom for the 
remnants of Japanese ground forces on Kolom- 
bangara and for their comrades who survived 
the sinking of escape barges and reached Choi- 
seul. Successes on New Guinea have cleared the 
way for the next move, which will probably 
be against Madang and Rabaul. When these 
are taken, it would not be unlikely to see a 
naval assault against the powerful Jap base 
at Truk. When this base is smashed, the road 
is open for the eagerly awaited campaign to 
clear the invaders out of the Philippines. 

Japanese naval losses, ever since we took the 
aggressive, have been steady and severe. It is 
utterly improbable that the Japanese have been 
able to build new ships fast enough to replace 
those we have sent to the bottom. Thus the 
Japanese navy must be steadily deteriorating. 

In the meanwhile, Allied naval forces in 
the entire Pacific area are rapidly increasing. 
As for our fleets there, the almost miraculous 
achievements of American shipbuilding have 
ship after ship to reinforce Admiral 
Nimitz and Admiral Halsey. Furthermore, the 
removal of the Italian fleet as a foe in the 
Mediterranean, has released strong sea forces, 
both British and American which, undoubtedly, 
are now being transferred to new arenas of

operation. 

The war against the Japs, by the very nature 

f its geography, must be a careful co-ordina- 

tion of sea, land and air power. But, of the 
three, the navy is the most important. 

At the other end of the line, there can be 
no doubt. we shall soon hear of strong attack, 
by sea and by land, against the Japs in Burma. 
Lord Louis Mountbatten, in command there, is 
not the type of leader either to attack before 
he is ready or to delay once complete prepara- 
* tions are done. 

In the meanwhile, it is somewhat amusing 
to hear, from the floor of the United States 
senate, amateur strategists who one day accuse 
our military leaders of failure to rely entirely 
upon air power to defeat Germany, and the 
next day complain that commanders in the 
east are relying too much upon air power to 
drive the Japs out of Burma, 

Despite the civilian criticisms, however, the 
war is going well for us in.every area of the 
world conflict. and all we need is the ability 
to continue and increase our effort, backing 
with deeds the faith we have in our com- 
manders, a faith they have, so far, well de- 
served.

The froth of racial hatred still spurts from 
the’ fangs of the mad dog of Europe, Adolph 
Schickelgruber.

William Allen White has been known, for 
decades, as “The Sage of Emporia, Kans.” 
Although a Republican, he has.revealed a 
homely sort of wisdom on many occasions and 
has thereby won the respect of the entire 
country, regardless of politica) affiliation. 

However, in his latest expression of views, 
White does not appear so sagacious as his 
reputation infers. In a special article for the 
North American News Alliance, White argues 
that President Roosevelt may not seek a fourth 
term but, even if this is the case, will not 
make his refusal to run again known until 
practically the eve of the National Democratic 
Convention. 

He points that, if he has decided not to 
run, Roosevelt must keep that decision secret 
in order to retain his influence in national and 
international affairs, to keep control of con- 
gress. 
will not announce his non-candidacy, if he 
ever does, until after delegates to the Demo- 
cratic Convention are chosen, thus retaining 
his control of that body and being in position 
to dictate both as to candidates and platform. 

The entire argument seems rather below 
the usual standard of the “Sage of Emporia,” 
but he does not reveal, in full, his utter failure 
to understand the Democratic viewpoint until 
he mentions the southern Democrats. Then, in 
one sentence, he shows «us he knows nothing 
of southern opinion of today. For he refers to 
the Democrats of this section as “the southern 
isolationists!”

For Those Children 

If the house concurs with the senate, the 
allowances for support of children of fathers 
who may be drafted into the armed services 
will be sufficient in almost all cases. 

Under the bill passed by the senate on 
Wednesday, $30 monthly will be paid for“the 
maintenance of the first child of a service 
man and $20 monthly for each additional 
child. This will be in-addition to the basic 
$50 monthly paid to wives of service men. 

In as much as these separation allotments 
now average well with the exemptions allowed 
for a wife and for dependents in income tax 
returns, itis to be presumed they are about 
fair. 

Perhaps the most important part of the 
senate-approved billy however, is that which 
calls for rigid investigation into occupational 
deferments granted single men in government, 
as well as private, employment. Regardless of 
the number of these who have been unjusti- 
fiably deferred, investigation which will put 
into the Army single men who can be spared 
from their present jobs will satisfy that public 
suspicion which has been intensified by charges 
which have been made during senate debate. 

However, the bill provides for no delay in 
the drafting of fathers, as needed by ®#he 
armed services, while such investigations are 
in progress. Which, again, is quite satisfactory. 

The senate, in voting as it did, reflected 
public conviction that all other considerations 
must be laid aside, save the one great objective 
of winning the war. Whatever manpower need 
the Army expresses must be met, whether it 
means drafting of fathers or not. That is the 
sentiment of the nation as a whole. 

Meanwhile, for those families which will be 
bereft of the principal breadwinner, the in- 
creased allowances for children will do much 
to soften the blow. Always provided, of course, 
that the house accepts the senate measure as 
amended and passed.

CANADA’S ARMY 
(From The Valdosta ‘Times) 


It was probably unfortunate that word about 
Canada’s intention to disband some of her home 
protection units had to reach the United States 
just when we were all upset about the draft of 
iters. Under such circumstances it may have 
Been inevitable that some protagonists should 
have misunderstood what is happening in Canada. 

The Dominion is not reducing her armed 
forces destined for duty overseas. On the con- 
trary, she is acting to expand them at the expense 
of the home guard. The mixup arises, perhaps, 
because not all Americans understand how the 
Canadian forces are raised. 

Up to now Canada has ‘produced, out of a 
population of about 11,500,000, some 700,000 men 
for overseas duty. These are all volunteers. Can- 
ada’s 700,000-man volunteer army for overseas 
duty is as impressive, in view of her population, 
as though we had raised 8,400,000 volunteers on 
this side of the border. We haven’t raised that 
many soldiers by all methods, and we do not 
prapose to do sp. Considering other services, we 
just abéut match Canada’s contribution. ‘

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WHERE AMERICA FAILS WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—One of 


the chief complaints brought 
back by Senator Richard B. Russell and other members of the 
five-man senate committee which recently returned from an inspec- 
tion of world battle fronts is that the British 
are putting it all over us in the field of foreign 

relations. 

The senators found that the United States 
is lacking both in a definite national policy in 
facing war and postwar problems abroad, and 
tin sufficiently alert diplomatic and economic 
representatives overseas. 

What the senators found at Algiers, for 
example, was more or less typical of our diplo- 
matic and economic setup in other Allied oc- 
cupied areas throughout the world. 

At Algiers, which is the main Allied head- 
quarters for North Africa, the ranking Ameri- 
can diplomatic representative carries on his 
operations from a small, unimposing suite on 

the top floor of one of the city’ s hotels. The British, in comparison, 
occupy two whole floors in the same hotel and have a much 
higher ranking diplomat in charge. 

The result is that most of the important diplomatic and eco- 
nomic activities of Algeria revolve around the British. By hav- 
ing no definite national policy and by not putting more competent 
men in charge of our operations, we are being relegated to a stc- 
ondary role. 

None of this has any particular beaging on our primary ob- 
jective of winning the war, but the fruits of it will be felt in the 
postwar period when the struggle is revived for regaining world 
markets. Moreover, the future dividends we collect in good 
will from the peoples of the occupied countries will be in direct 
ratio to the caliber of men we are now assigning to important 
diplomatic and economic posts abroad. 


CAN’T BLAME BRITISH No criticism attaches to the Brit- 
ish for what they are doing. If 


our own foreign forces do not stand up so well in comparison, 
the fault lies with our own government heads. We are simply neg- 
lecting a field of operations in which the British have long been 
pre-eminent, 

The American diplomatic service for years has beeg notorious 
for its shortcomings. Not until a few years ago did we even pro- 
vide embassies for our ambassadors and ministers in the lead- 
ing world capitals. Our ambassadors and ministers were re- 
quired to provide their own establishments abroad, and pay the 
expense for maintaining them as well. 


DOLLAR DIPLOMACY As a’‘result' we came to develop a 


sort of dollar diplomacy. The cost 
of maintaining an embassy in one of the leading world capitals 
was so great that only a man of great wealth could afford the 
honor. Hence the chief ambassadorial posts came to be regarded 
as political plums, to be awarded to those capable of making the 
greatest contribution to a political campaign. 

During peace times it costs an American ambassador a minimum 
of $50,000 a year to serve in a post like London. The salary he 
gets from the government is $17,500 a year. Obviously no career 
man, without outside means of support, could accept the office. 
That is why such men of wealth as Andrew W. Mellon, Joe Ken- 
nedy and Robert W. Bingham were appointed to the post in recent 
years. 

By contrast, Lord Halifax, the present British ambassador to 
the United States, has a governmental allowance of more than 
$100,000 a year for carrying on his functions. “He may be paid a 
nominal salary, but the extras he is allowed for expenses is more 
than adequate to meet all needs. 


ABILITY OF HALIFAX Lord Halifax offers another striking 


contrast between the caliber of men 
in the British and American foreign service. A former viceroy of 
India, a former foreign secretary in the Churchill government, he 
is one of the ablest men in England, long trained in diplomacy and 
the art of advancing British interests abroad. 

That is the way the British do things. They put their best foot 
forward in dealings with foreign nations. We stick any foot out 
that happens to be handy, not even stopping oftentimes to polish 
the boot. The British have made a profession of diplomacy. We 
have made it political patronage.

Corsica on September 9, a few 
hours after Italy’s unconditional 
surrender became known, has 
been passed over in press. re- 
ports. Within a few hours, all 
through the island, new muhici- 
palities were elected by popular 
acclaim. Those municipalities 
were substituted for the munici- 
pal bodies then in exiStence, all 
of them the choice of the Vichy 
dictatorship in the summer and 
autumn of 1940, Forcible means 
had not been necessary. The 
whole Vichy structure waned as 
a bad dream. Only .25 men in 
the whole of Corsica*had to be 
placed under lock and key. 


For the first time an intelligi- 
ble picture of the change of ‘re- 
gime in Corsica comes to us from 
Algiers. Here are the points 
which deserve to be recorded: 


The Corsican revolution of Sep- 
tember 9 was directed by a “na- 
tional front’ departmental com- 
mittee drawn from the _ under- 
ground groups engaged in active 
opposition to the Petain-Laval 
dictatorship. Some 15,000 fight- 
ing guerrillas had battled the 
Italian troops of occupation plant- 
ed in the island last November. 
The elections by acclaim, already 
referred to, were only possible 
because of the preparations made 
in advance by that “national 
front” committee. From a legal- 
ist standpoint, those elections are 
open to criticism. However, un- 
der the conditions, no other pro- 
cedure could be followed. And 
the prefect immediately sent to 
Ajaccio by the Algiers Commit- 
fee of National Liberation lost no 
time in doing what he could to 
keep all revolutionary § innova- 
tions within bounds. 


Elections Ratified. 

He ratified the elections by 
making use of a law of Septem- 
ber 29, 1939, a reminder that the 
laws of the republic were _ still 
alive and declared that the new 
municipalities would be merely 
of a provisional character, which 
pointed at the necessity of reg- 
ular elections taking place at 
some future date. He convinced 
the departmental committee of 
the “national front,” which had 
displaced the Vichy prefect and 
set itself up as the authoritative 
council, to recede and be content

ONE WORD MORE

“NOW IS THE TIME—” On Friday a court in New Jersey 


refused to permit the extradition 
Negro, wanted in Georgia as an esca 
convict. 

This action followed a campaign conducted 
largely by the National Federation for Con- 
stitutional Liberties. That, briefly, is the back- 
ground for a discussion, not of the case or its 
merits, but of a plan for the future. 

I assume the National Federation for Con- 
stitutional Liberties, and other similar organiza- 
tions, want to protect civil liberties. I assume 
they are not merely seeking publicity. I do 
not believe it is meant to be an exhibitior#igt 
or politically dominated organization. 

I am quite willing to believe them entirely 
sincere and honest. 

It is for that reason that I want to write 
this article, directed primarily to the attention 
of the organization involved, but also to all such 
organizations interested, as are many south- 

— erners, in the civil liberties of all persons. 

The successful campaign by the National Federation has em- 
barrassed all those who think as it thinks and who wish to act 
as it atts. 

It went forward strongly on a statement almost entirely false. 
Those who assisted Georgia’s Governor in the fight, successfully 
concluded, to remove barbarity from those work camps where it 
existed, cannot be encouraged by such a campaign. It was phoney 
in its statement and it was also slightly hysterical. I am surprised, 
for instance, that Jim Drombowski, of the Highlander Folk school 
in Tennessee, was not moved to pick up the telephone and learn 
the facts before lending his aid. It would have been easy to 
have got the facts. 

There are thousands of southerners who want very much to 
work hane in hand with any honest organization devoted to the 
protection of civil liberties. It seems to me those organizations 
owe it not merely to themselves, but to their friends and those who 
wish to work with them, and who will work with them, to pay 
careful attention to their facts. 


THEIR CAMPAIGN In their campaign they brogcast these 


statements: 

That for stealing a pack of cigarets worth about 14 cents Sam 
Buchanan spent 14 years on a Georgia chain gang. 

That he was beaten by guards and left unconscious by the side 
of the road, the guards believing him dead. 

That he crawled to a cabin where he found an old axe with 
which he broke off his shackles and gscaped. 

Now, the facts have been carefully investigated. No one denies 
there were work camps where extreme brutality was the custom. 
That is why Governor Arnall, with the aid of his own legislature 
and its committees; the honest newspapers of the state, and an 
aroused, informed people of the state, was able to have a new 
program made possible and the old forms outlawed. 

But, to get back to the record and the facts. 


of Sam Buchanan, 


THE FACTS Interested in the case, Governor Arnall ordered 

a thorough investigation. He would not have 
hesitated to withdraw the request for extradition had the fa 
been as represented by Buchanan’s attorney. I take the follo 
ing from the sworn report made to the Governor: 

“The sworn court records show that in September, 1925, Sam 
Buchanan, alias Jess Whatley, alias Red Dick, pleaded guilty to four 
separate indictments for burglary and one indictment for larceny 
of an automobile. The property alleged to have been stolen was 
not merely one package of cigarets as claimed but the sworn rec- 
ords show that the following property was alleged to have been 
stolen by the said Buchanan:*One violin, value $75, belonging to 
M. Seitz; two pairs of pants, one.blue serge coat and vest, two 
dresses, one lady's brown coat, one black dress suit of the value of 
$175, belonging to Jasper James; one black dress, one brown dress, 
one lady’s blue coat suit, one gray mixed suit, one blue green 
checked suit, and one black suit, all of the value of $40, belonging 
to Julius O’Neal; three small cartons of cigarets, three boxes of 
cigars, 12 large cartons of cigarets, four cartons of special cigarets, 
all of the value of $45.50, the same being the property of D. H. 
Mobley. 

“All of the aforesaid burglaries, with the exception of the theft 
of the property of Julius O’Neal, according to the sworn records 
in my office, took place on the 17th day of September, 1925. The 
sworn records in my office show that the property of Julius O'Neal 
listed above was stolen on the 9th of September, 1925. 

“Buchanan likewise pleaded guilty to the offense of larceny of 
one Ford coupe automobile of the value of $300, the property of 
Mrs. Roselie Joyner, the said criminal offense of theft of the auto- 
mobile having been perpetrated on the llth of September, 1925. 

“The minimum sentences for these foregoing crimes amount to 22 
years. Buchanan's previous prison record was bad and he had 
been guilty of four escapes before he last escaped in 1939 and 
fled to New Jersey. He was only recently released by the New 
Jersey authorities after serving sentences for violating the laws 
in that state.” 

In addition, it was revealed that Buchanan was not left for 
dead by the side of a road. He was working in a cook shack and 
from a spoon obtained there, fashiored a key with which he es- 
caped. The National Federation’s assertions were ridiculous and 
false. I am sure they did not know them so to be. 

What I am trying to say to all civil liberty organizations is sim- 
ply this—let’s get together. But let’s do not get off on a sensa- 
tional, falfe premise which will not stand up against the truth. It 
makes a great many persons who would fight on our side assume 
that all such moves are merely hostile, publicity seeking moves 
aimed not a civil liberty objectives. They are quite unnecessarily 
made to appear to have as their purposes merely arousing of 
hatred against the south for political or worse purposes. 

Try to rehabilitate Sam now that he has his chance. 

Next time a case comes up, get in touch with the people who 
are working on your side. That’s all we ask. We want to fight 
under the flag of civil liberties, too.

Justice Stone 


Is 71 Today

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—()— 
Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone, the 
only member of the supreme 
court eligible to retire because of 
age, will be 71 years old tomor- 
row, but friends say he is too 
engrossed in his work to consider 
leaving the bench.

The other opinion in which the 
chief justice’s views triumphed 
held unconstitutional municipal 
ordinances imposing a license tax 
upon the sale of religious litera- 
ture. 
earlier, with Stone among the dis- 
senters, the court had held such 
ordinances constitutional. 

Except for an early-morning 
walk, repeated in the afternoon 
whenever possible, and limited 
social activity, the chief justice 
devotes virtually all of his time 
to supreme court duties. 

Stone was appointed as asso- 
ciate justice in 1925 by President 
Coolidge and was elevated to chief 
justice by President Roosevelt on 
June 12, 1941. 

A New Deal Republican, Stone 
had been one of the leading sup- 
porters of New Deal legislation 
brought before the tribunal for a 
constitutional test. 

Although past the retirement 
age, the chief justice still has 
far to go before breaking any 
records. His immediate predeces- 
sor, Charles Evans Hughes, served 
until he was 79. Associate Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes served 
until he was 91, and Chief Justice 
Roger B. Taney until he was 87. 
Six others have remained on the 
bench after their eightieth birth- 
_day, including Chief Justice John 
Marshall and Associate Justice 
|Louis D. Brandeis.

Trade Schools and Industries to Keep

Georgia cannot solve her future 
economic problems by trying the 
impossible task of “keeping the 
farm youths on the farm,” voca- 
tional educational leaders say. 

“For more than a half century, 
people have been advocating keep- 
ing farm youths on the farm and 
sending farmers back to the coun- 
try as a cure for our economic 
ills” Dr. John T. Wheeler, pro- 
fessor “of vocational education, 
University of Georgia, and M. D. 
Mobley, state vocational education 
director, said. “They never have 
been able to keep young people 
from leaving the country, and they 
never will be.” 

The reason this migration can- 
not be halted, the educators who, 
themselves, were cauntry-born, 
said is a rural Georgia can- 
not possibly care for its large pop- 
ulation. No matter how much im- 
provement is made in farm income 
and farm development, Georgia 
never will be able to care for a 


population whose birthrate 
twice that of its cities. 

New mechanized farming trends 
which cut down on farm labor 
needs will increase, rather than 
decréase, the migration to the 
cities in quest of earning a living, 
according to Mobley, Wheeler and 
J. B. Kingling, state supervisor 
of trades and industry. 

They hope to keep some of the 
youths down on the farm witha 
better training in progressive 
agricultural methods. But they 
frankly believe that there is no 
room on Georgia farms for a 
large percentage of farm-born 
youths, And they point out that 
66 per cent of the people born in 
the country move to the cities be- 
fore they are 35 years of age. 

The educators and the state 
board of education believe, how- 
ever, that Georgia should dras- 
tically reduce the migration of 
Georgians to other states. 

One out of every four persons 


states, a survey submitted to the 
state board disclosed. There are 
now one million Georgia-born 
people earning a living in other 
states. It is estimated that the 
rural south will send three mil- 
lion people to states outside Dixie 
within the next decade. 


The war effort has brought 
many industries into Georgia, 
but it is not forwarding the per- 
manent industrial development of 
the state materially, the educators 
said. They pointed out that Geor- 
gia receives relatively a small 
amount of federal money as com- 
pared with that spent on indus- 
trial development in other states; 
that industrial states are receiv- 
ing the bulk of the war indus- 
tries. 

“In other words, it appears that 
the war effort will not materially 
change the status of migration of 
our farm youth,” they continued. 
“In fact, the data on war expend-

itures seem to indicate a further | 
concentration of industrial de- 
velopment in the already devel- | 
oped industrial states.” 


To meet this new situation 
where Georgia farms cannot sup- 
port its increasing population and 
decreasing labor needs, and where 
Georgians are going to other states 
to earn a living, the school board | 
is studying a plan that would in- | 
dustrialize Georgia after the war 
and provide Georgia jobs for the 
migrztors. 


Claiming that Georgia cannot be 
industrialized until it has skilled 
workers, the board is studying 
plans to institute a “departure in 
the educational system.” The 
plans call for establishing three 
state-operated trades schools, 10 
area schools, and to offer broader 
agricultural and industrial arts 
program in schools in every county. 

Definite action on these propo- 
sals will be taken at a meeting of 
the school board October 21.

‘WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(?)— 
Vice President Henry Wallace pic- 
tured China today as both bul- 
wark and cradle of the concepts 
for which the western democracies 
fight, and asserted “we need the 
help of China as much as she 
needs ours.” 

The war, he said in a broad- 
cast speech, “is a mutual action of 
the nations of' the world who be- 
lieve in the sovereignty of the 
people in the affairs of life.” He 
added that China “has been one 
of the chief inspirers of, and in- 
directly one of the creators of, 
western democracy.” 

The vice president spoke over 
the CBS network during an inter- 
mission in the broadcast of the 
Philharmonic symphony program, 
in honor of the 32nd anniversary 
of “Double Ten,” the 10th day of 
the 10th month, on which the 
Chinese republic was created. 

Wallace said there are “amazing 
parallels in the fundamental con- 
cepts and in the thinking and 
living patterns” of the Chinese 
and American people. The Chi- 
nese philosophy, he said, exerted 
a powerful influence on_ those 
whose democratic concepts found 
fruition in the American consti- 
tution. 

The primary parallel, he said, 
lies in Chinese recognition of the 
family as “the sacred and abid- 
ing unit of’ civilization.” That in 
itself, he said, leads to a democ- 
racy of living, and “Double Ten” 
marks the anniversary of Chinese 
recognition that “this democracy 
can only come into full blossom 
when it is combined with political 
democracy.” 

A second striking parallel, Wal- 
lace said, lies in a shared Chinese- 
American belief “in peace, not as 
a vacuum, not as the mere ab- 
sence of conflict, but as a positive 
way of living.”

CHUNGKING, Oct. 10.—(4)— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
took the oath of President of China 
on this 32nd anniversary of the 
founding of the republic today, and 
in a speech declared that China’s 
policy was to achieve early estab- 
lishment of constitutional govern- 
ment and to defeat aggressor na- 
tions in co-operation with the 
United Nations. 

“I will observe all laws and re- 
spect public opinion in order to set 
an example of democratic rule in 
China,” Chiang declared in a 
broadcast after taking the oath of 
office. 

“Now that our ultimate victory 
is in sight and a great future for 
China is dawning, I will strive for 
the nation’s advancement courage- 
ously and conscientiously together 
with my fellow countrymen. 

“At a time when China’s war of 
defense is entering a decisive stage, 
when national reconstruction is be- 
ginning in all earnestness, the mil- 
itary and economic machinery is 
to be strengthened and some ad- 
ministration and foreign relations 
are to be established. I feel ever 
more the weightiness of my re- 
sponsibilities, and I shudder at the 
thought of the great task that falls 
on my shoulders.” 


War Minister Speaks. 


War Minister General Ho Ying- 
Chin declared that “by employing 
the ever-increasing*production and 
strength of the United Nations 
against the repeatedly demoralized 
aggressors, final victory of the 
United Nations might be celebrat- 
ed at this time next year.” 

Major General Thomas Hearn, 
chief of staff of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Joseph W. Stilwell, chief of 
staff who is in New Delhi, replied 
that the United Nations are “mov- 
ing in for the kill” and that “the 
end is in sight, but it is not near.” 

Taking the oath of office, Chiang 
pledged to endeavor to recover 
China’s lost territory. 

The 55-year-old generalissimo 
also promised to “comply with the 
teachin, ; of Dr. Sun Yat-sen,” the 
father of the Chinese revolution, 
ard to “submit to the sanction of 
the law in the event of violation 
of my oath.” 

Firecrackers Exploded. 

Firecrackers exploded through- 
out the capital in an enthusiastic 
rejoicing as Chiang, in the full 
dress uniform of a field marshal, 
took the oath in the hall of cere- 
monies at the national government 
building. 

Just as the oath was being ad- 
ministered, the Chinese gunboat 
Yung Sui (Permanent Peace), 
lying at the confluence of the 
Yangtze and Chialing rivérs off 
Chungking, fired a 21-gun salute— 
the signal which the inhabitants 
were waiting for to set off fire- 
cratkers. 

A festive mood prevailed 
throughout: Chungking, both in 
commemoration of the generalis- 
simo’s assumption to the presi- 
dency and in celebration of the an- 
niversary of the “Double Ten” 
(tenth day of the tenth month) 
founding of the republic. 

Throughout the capital pine-cov- 
ered bamboo archways were fes- 
tooned with red lanterns. Every- 
where gay banners hailed the holi- 
day. Posters with the generalis- 
simo’s picture framed in double 
X’s signifying ““Ten-Ten,” appeared 
throughout the capital, a glorified 
shantytown in its happiest and 
brightest vestments, but still bear- 
ing many scars from bombings. 

Rides in ’39 Cadillac. 

Chiang, accompanied by his 
wife, drove to the national gov- 
ernment building in their 1939 
Cadillac, accompanied by a carload 
of plainclothes bodyguards. 

He took the oath of office fac- 
ing an assembly of about 400 of 
the highest officials of state, and 
one woman—his wife. There were 
no foreigners present, and none 
in the gathering wore foreign 
clothes. 

The ceremony this morning was 
followed in the afternoon by a 
reception for the diplomatic corps 
and high Chinese officials. 

Before the reception, United 
States Ambassador Clarence E. 
Gauss and other diplomats offered 
their felicitations. 

The largest foreign contingent 
at the reception was the Russian, 
with 46 representatives, followed 
by the British with 30 and the 
American with 24.

Unopposed by Japs 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN THE SOUTHWEST PA- 
CIFIC, Monday, Oct. 11—(AP)—American forces have oc- 
cupied Vila, on Kolombangara island in the central Solomons, 
General MacArthur reported today in a cammunique 


The first landings were made 
without opposition on October 6, 
the communique said, and all Jap- 
anese positions on this strategic 
island were under American con- 
trol by October 9. 


The Yanks found no live Japa- 
mese anywhere in the occupied 
sections, but much enemy equip- 
ment was seized, including artil- 
lery, munitions and supplies. 

The occupation followed a pro- 
gressively accelerated Japanese 
evacuation that began in mid- 
September and reached its climgx 
five days before the Americans 
took possession of the island, last 
important center of enemy resist- 
ance in the central Solomons. 

Jap Losses Heavy. 

In trying to get away, the Jap- 
anese suffered disastrous losses 
of men and equipment as their 
troop and supply-carrying barges 
came under almost incessant at- 
tack by planes, torpedo patrol 
boats and, finally, American de- 
stroyers. 

The last Japanese off Kolom- 
bangara apparently left as late as 
two days after the American 
landings. Admiral William F. 
Halsey’s South Pacific command 
reported to General MacArthur 
_, that on October 8 its naval sur- 
face units destroyed a small party 
of enemy troops attempting to flee 
the island by boat. 

Announcement of the seizure of 
Kolombangara closely followed a 
Berlin radio broadcast of a Tokyo 
dispatch indicating that Admiral 
Halsey’s forces also have occupied 
Santa Isabel island some _ 100 
miles to the south and east. The 
Tokyo dispatch stated that .Japa- 
nese naval aircraft had bombed 
American positions at Rekata bay 
there last Friday. 

First Hint of Capture. 

This was the first hint that 
Americans actually were on Santa 
Isabel, although reports from Al- 
lied sources over the course of 
more than a month have told of 
diminishing and finally nonexist- 
ent Japanese opposition to Amer- 
ican air raids on the Rekata sea- 
plane base. From this it was de- 
duced that the enemy was evac- 
uating the island, which stretches

Although today’s announcement 
received no immediate direct offi- 
cial confirmation from Washing- 
ton or other Allied sources, there 
were indications of its likelihood. 

A month ago Secretary of War 
Stimson announced that “prelimi- 
nary reconnaissance seems to indi- 


cate the Japanese have fled has- 


tily from the seaplane base at Re- 
kata Bay, leaving behind consid- 
erable quantities of food and am- 
munition.” 

This, taken in conjunction with 
the enemy’s announcement, would 
suggest that Allied forces moved 
in to Rekata sometime within the 
last month. 

One important reason for with- 
drawing from Rekata would be the 
fact that the Japanese were out- 
flanked in that position when Al- 
lied forces completed conquest of 
the central Solomons several weeks 
ago. 

Because of the new Allied posi- 
tions in the Solomons, Rekata Bay 
now would be of less value for Al- 
lied operations than during the 
time when some of the central 
area was in enemy hands. 

However, driving the enemy out 
of Santa Isabel would mean that 
he has lost his last reconnaissance 
base of any importance south of 
his present footholds in the Short- 
land Islands area and at Bougain-
